Once the world finds out, because 
of discoveries made by Hale, 
about the presidents order to kill 
Awad, a search ensues for the two 
briefcases which contain the 
nuclear bombs, lost in all the con- 
fusion. Hale becomes caught in 
the middle of the situation with 
Rafeeq, the president, the director 
of the CIA, and a presidential 
hopeful all seeking exposure for 
their own purposes.
